ORDER 
In thé C. 0. read as second paper above, orders regulating the 
production of documentary films etc. assigned by Government Departments 
to the Kerala State l ilm Development Corporation limited and the rates 
therefore have been issued . With the letter read as 3rd paper above, the 
Managing Director, Kerala State Film Development Corporation has for. 
warded a copy of the resolution passed at the Board Meeting held on 
23-7-1977 and has requested that the cost of production to be levied by the 
Corporation for the docuraentary films etc. produced for the Government 
Departments may be fixed after negotiation with Government on an yearly 
basis and that the sponsoring authorities may be made responsible for the 
issue of approvals of scripts, commentary texts and rough cuts of filing 
assigned to the Corporation for production . He has also requested that the 
orders issued in G. O.MS. No. 201/76 /PJ dated 5-7-1976 may be modified 
suitably . 

• 2. As regards rate, the exissing orders are to the effect that the rate 
will be fixed for an year and it will not exceed the average rate for the 
previous year worked out by the Films Division , Governacht of India . 
There are two dificulties in carrying out this orir. Firstly , the Filins 
Division does notwork out the average rate every year , and as such the rates 
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for the previc us yearway not be available . Secondly when the FilmsDivision 
works out the average cost , it is not the average cost for documentaries, 
but the average cost of all productions by the Films Division including 
News Reels ard compilation films. This rate wiil be unrealistic . 

3. In para 3 of the G : 0. read as second paper above, it has also been 
ordered that the over all cont:ol on production of films by the film Develop 
ment Corporation will be exercised by Government through a Cěmmittee 
consisting of the Minister in charge of Information and Publicity, the Special 
Secretary toGovernment,General Administration Department and the Director 
of Public Relations. This provision creates problems. The expression " over 
all control of prcduction " is vague and does not give an idea as to whether 
control has to be exercised at the different stages of production . Secondly , 
the Committee, particularly the Minister may not fird time to associate 
with the various stages of production . 

4 . After detailed examination of the points raised by the Kerala State 
Film Development Corporation Ltd., Goverr ment are pleased to order as 
follows: 

(i) The Kerala State Film Development Corporation will work 

out their rates for the production of documentaries etc. 
entrusted with them for an year and present that to Govern 
ment. The ratus as decided by Governmentwill be valid for 

that year.. 
(ii ) The approval of the General Adm iz istration (Special-B ) 

Department should be obtained before a film produced by the 
Kerala Stare Film Development Corporation for any depart 
ment of the State Government is sent for censoring. As far as 

the other stages in the production are concerned , a represent 
. ative of he department which sponsores the proc uction will 

act as consultant. 
The above arrangements will be reviewed after two years.

WAEREAS Messrs. Smith , Stanistreet and Company Limited , Calcutta 
were engaged in the manufacture and dis ,ihution of pharmaecuticals and 
chemicalswhich are essential to meet the aceds of the public ; 

AND WHEREAS the management of the undertakings of the Company 
was in a manner_highly de.rimental to the public interest and had suffered 
heavy losses; 

AND WHEREAS the management of the Company was taken over by the 
Central Government u der section 18A of the Ladustries (Development and 
Regulation ) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951) ; 

AND WHEREAS for the purpose of reconstructing and rehabilitating the 
undert kings of the Company so as to subserie the interest of the reneral 
public by the augmentation and distribution of the diferent varieties of 
essential pharmaceutials and chemical produced by the said Company, and 
to en ure the continued supply the cof, it is necessary to acquire the right, 
title and interest of the undertakings of Messers. Smith , Stanistreel and 
Company Limited , Calcutta; 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -eighth Year of tho 
Republic of India as Tullows: 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. Short title, und commencement.- (1) This Act may be called to 
Smith, Star istreet and Company Limited (Acquisition and Transfer of 
Undertakings ) Act, 1977 . 

(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of 
October, 1977. 
2. Definitions.- In th s Act, unless the context otherwise requires - 

(a ) " appointed day ” means the 1st day of October, 1977 ; 

(b ). " Company" means the Smith , Stanistreet and Company 
limited being a company as defined in the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 
1936 ) and having its registered ice at 18 , Convent Road , Culcuttar .

CHAPTER 11 
ACQUISITION AND TRANSFER OF THE UNDERTAÈINOS or Tax COMPANY 

3. Transfer to and desting in Central Government of the undertakings of 
the Company.-On the appointed day , the undertakings of the Company, and 
the right, title and interest of ihe Company in relation to its undertakings, 
shall, by virtue of this Act, be transferred to , and shall vest in , the Central 
Government . 

4. General effect of desting.- ( 1) The undertakings of the Company 
shall be deemed to include all assets, rights, lease holds, powers, aut ho ities 
and privileges , and all properly, movable and immovable, including landy 
buildings, workshops stores, instruments machinery and equipment, cash 
balanccs, cash on hand, reserve funds, investments, book debts and other 
rights and interests in , or arising out of,such property as were immediately 
before the appoined day to the ownersh p , pos ession, power or control of the 
Company, whether within or outside India , and all books of account, 
registers and all other documents ofwhatever nature relating thereto . 

(2) All properties as aforesaid , which have vested in the Contral 
Government under section 3 shil!, by furce of such veu inz, be freed and 
discharged from any crus , obligation, mortgage. charge, lien and all other 
encumbrances ailecting it, and an attachment, injunction or decree or order 
of any court restricting the use of such property in any manner or appointing 
any receiveer in respect of the whole or any part of such property shall bo 
deemed to have been withdrawu . 

(3 ) Every ortga yee of any property which has vested under this 
Act in the Ceatral Government and e ery pe son holding any charge, lien or 
other interest in , or in relation to any such property shall give, within sch 
time and in such manner as may be prescrib d , an intimation to the 
Commissioner of such morigage , charge, lien or other interest. 

14 ) Fer the remival of doubts , it is hereby declared that the 
mortgagee of any property referred to in sub -section (3 ) or any other person 
bol.liag any charge, Len or other interest in , or io relation to any such 
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guroperty shall be entitled to claim that hecorda ce with him rymwox 
Interests, payment of the mortgage money or other dues, in whole or in 
part, out of the amount specified in rect on 7, and also ost of the montse 
derermined under section 8, but, no such mortgage, charge, lien or other 
interest shall be enforceable against any propexty which has vested in 
the Central Government. 


( 5 ). If on the apprinted day , any sult , appral or other proceeding by 
or against the Company, of whatever nature in relation to any property 
which has ves ed in ihe Central Government, under section 3, i p rding , 
the same shall not abae, be discontir ued or b-, in any way, prejudicia ly 
aflected ty reason of he transfr of the und - rtakings of the Company 
or of anything contained in this Act, but the suit , appeal or other pr cerd . 
ing may Lc continued , prosecuted or enforced by cr against the Company . 

5. Cntra Covernment dr Government company not to be liable for prior 
labi ities.-- ( 1) Ev. ry liability of the Company in respect of any period 
prior to the appoint d day, shall be the Hability of Company and shall 
be enfo ceable against it and pot against the Ceatral Government, or, where 
the u dertakings of the Compary are d rected , under section 5 , te vest in a 
Government company, ag inst that Government compauy. 

(2) For the removal of doubts , it is hereby declared that, 

(a ) save as o herwise exp essly provided in this Act, no liability 
of the company in relation to its undertakings in res ject of ar y feri á 
pri r to the app inted day , shall be enforceable ag initih : Cntral 
G Vernment, ur, where si c undert kings of the company are directe !, 
under section 6, 10 vest in a Gove, nment company , against that 
Government con; any ; 

(b ) no award, decree or crder of any court, tribural or other 
authorí y in relation to the undertakings of the company, pas ed altor 
The appoi teid y, in respect of any matter, claim or dute, hich 
prose before that diy , shall be ci forc cable agint te.

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6 . Power of Central Government to direct desting of th : undertakings of the 
Company in a Government ton pany— 1) Notwithstanding anything contained 
in sections 3 ad 4 , the Central Government may, if it is sa isfied that a 
Government company is willing to comply , or has complied , with such terms 


and conditions the GovermentProxy think it to import , direct, By 
notification , that the undertakings of the company and the right, title and 
in erest of the company ia rela ion to its undertakings which have vested in 
that Government under section 3 , shall, instead of continuinz to vest in that 
Government, vest in the Government company either on the date of the 
DQ i c.tion or on such earlier or la er date (ntbeing a date carlier than 
the appo.nied day ) as may be specified in the notincation . 

(2) Where the right, title and interest of the Company in relation 
to its undertakings, vest in a Government company under subsection (1 ) 
the Government Corpany shall , on and from the dae of such vesting. Lo 
demed 10 have become the owner ia relation to such undertakings, and all 
the rights and liabili ies of the Central Government in rel tion . to such 
undertakings shall, on and from the date of such vesing , be deemed to have 
become the rights and liabilities , respectively, of the Government company.

PAYMENT OP AMOUNTS 
7. Payment of amount.-- For the transfer to, and vesting in the Central 
Government, under section 3, f the undertakings of the Company and the 
right, title and in crest of the Company in relation to its under akings, the e 
shall be given by the CentralGovernment to the Co npany, in cash , and in 
th : ma ner sp cified in Chapter VI, an amount of ihrce crores and seventy 
fur thousand rupees. 

8. Payment of further amount.--- ( 1) For the deprivat on of the company 
of the management of its undertakings, there sh ll be given to the company 
by the Central Government an amunt calculated at the rate , of ten 
thosrand rupees per annum for the period commencing on the date on which 
the management of the undertakings of the company was taken nier by 
the Central Government and ending on the appointed day . 

(2 ) The amountspecified in section 7 and 1h : amount determined 
under subsections ( 1) shall carry simple interest at the rate of four per cent. 
per annum for ihreriod commencing on the appointed day and end ng en 
The date on which the payment of tho , amount is made by the Central 
Government to the Commissioner. 

(3 ) " The amount determined in accordance with the provisions of 
subsections (1 ) and ( 2 ) shall be given by th : Central Governm :nt to the 
company in additi n to the amount specified in section 7. 

(4 ) . For the removal o doubts, it is hereby declared that the 
liabilities of the company in relation to its undertaking, which have vested 
in the CentralGovernment unde: section 3 , shall be discharged from the 
amount relerred to in section 7 , and also from the amounts de termined under 
Bubsections (1) and (2 ), in accordance wub tko ughts and interests 
of the creditori, o the Company 


CRAPTER TV 
MANAGEMENY, EU. , OR TER UNDERTAKINGS ON THE COMPANY 

9. Management, etc., of the aderiakings of the Company.- (1) The 
general superintendence, direction , control and management of the affain 
and business of the undertakings of the Company, the right, title and interest 
in relatiun to which have vested in the Central Government under section 3, 


aball, 


(a ) where a direction has been issued by the Central Government 
under subsection (1) of section 6, vest in the Government company 
specified in sich direction ; or 

(b ) where no such direction has been issued by the Centra ) 
Government vest in one or more Custodians appointed by the Central 

Government under subsection (2 ), 
and thereupon the Government company su specified or the Custodian xo 
eppointed , as the case may be, shall be entitled to exercise all such powers 
and do all such things as the Conpany is anthorised to exercise and do in 
relation to its undertakings. 

(2) The Central Government may appointone or more individuals 
or a Government cimpany , as the Custodian of the un ertakings of the 
Company in relation to which no direction has been issued by it under 
subsection ( 1 of section 6 . 

10. Duty of persons in charge ofmanagement of the undertakings of the Company 
to deliver all assets, etc .- (1 ) On the ve ting of the management of the under 
takings of the Compar.y in a Government Company or on the appointment 
of a Custodian , all persons in charge of the management of the undertakings 
of he Company immediately before such resting or appointmeit, shall be 
bound to deliver to the Government Coupany or the Custodian , as the 
case may be, all assets, books of account, registers or other documents in 
their custody relating to the undertakings of the Company. 

(2 ) The Central Government may issue such directions as it may 
derm desirable in the circumstances ofthe case to the Governmen Company 
or the Custodian as to i s or his powers and duties and the Government 
company or Custodian may also, if it or he so desires, apply to the Cen ral 
Povernment at any time for instructions to the manner in which the 
mnagement of the undertakings of the Company shall be conduced by it or 
him or in relation to any other matter arising in the cou.se of such 
management. 

( 3) The Custodian sball r ceive from the funds of the undertakings 
of the Cor.ipany su h remuneration as the Conral vovernment may fix 
and shall hold office during the pleasure of the Government. 

11. Accounts and audit -The Custodian of the underta ings of the 
Company shall maintain the accounts of tic undertakings of the Com : any 
in such form and in such anger and under sucb conditions as may be 


escribed and ene provisions of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ), skal 
apply to the audit of the acBounts to maintained as they apply to the audit 
of the accounts of a company 


CHAPTER V 
PROVISIONS RELATINO TO , EMPLOYEES OF THE COMPANY 


12. Employment of employees to continue.- (1) Every persoa 
who has been , immediately before the way pointed d y, en ployed 
by the Company in elation to its undertakings, shall become, on and from 
the appoint d day, an employee of the Central Government or, as the case 
may be, of the Government company referred to in section 6 , and shall 
ho d ( ffice or service under the Central Government or Governineist 
Company, as the case may be, with the same remuneration ard upon the 
same teráns ar.d conditions, with the same rights and privileges as to 
pension , gratuity and other matters as wou d have been advissible 
to him if there had been no such vesting and shall continue to doso unless 
and until his employment under the Central Government or th : Govern 
ment Company , as the case muy be, is duly terminated or until his 
remuneration , terms and co . ditions of service are duly altered by the 
Central Government or the Government company, as the case may be . 

( 2) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1917 ( 14 of 1947 ) or in any other law for the time being in force, the 
transfer of the services of azy officer or other person employed in the under 
takings of the Company to the Central Government or the Governu en 
company, shall nut entitle such officer or other employee to any compensa. 
tion under this Act or under any other law for the time bcit g in force and 
QO such claiip sball be entertained by any court, tribunal or other 
authority 


13. Provident and other funds.- ( 1) Where the Coppany has established 
A provident, perannuation , we fare or other fund for the benefit of the 
per ons employed in the undertakings of the Company, the monies relata le 
to the employees , whose services have become transferred by or under this 
Act to the CentralGovernment or Governsent company, shall, out of the 
monies starding . on the app inted day, to the credit of such provident, 
superannuation , weline or other fur d , stand transferred to , and shall vest 
in , the Central Governmtnt or theGovernu.ent company, as the case may 
be. 


( 2) The mon es which stand transferred under subsection ( 1 ) to the 
Central Government or the Governmeut company, as the case may be, 
sball be dealt with by thatGovernment or Jae Govercocat cappavay in such 
manner as may be preusihed . 
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CHAPTER VI 
COMMISSIONER OF PAYMENTS 


14. Appointment of Commissioner of Payments.- (1) The Central Govern 
ment shall, for the purpose of disbursing the amounts payable to the Company 
under sections 7 and 8 , by notification , appoint a Commissioner of Payments. 

(2) The CentralGovernment may appoint such other persons as it 
may think fit to assist the Commissioner and thereupon the Commissioner 
may authorise one or more of such persons also to exercise all or any of the 
powers exercisable by him under this Act and different persons may be 
authorised to exercise different powers. 

(3) Any person authorised by the Commissioner to exercise any of the 
powers exercisable by the Commissioner may exercise those powers in 
the samemanner and with the same effect as if they have been conferred 
on that person directly by this Act and not by way of authorisation.. 

(4 ) The salaries and allowances of the Commissioner and other 
persons appointed under this section shall be defrayed out of the Consoli 
dated Fund of India 

15. Payment by the Central Government to the Commissioner.- (1) The 
Central Government shall, within thirty days from the specified date, pay, in 
cash , to the Commissioner, for payment to the Company 

(a ) an amount equal to the amount specified in section 7 ; and 

(b ) an amount equal to the amount payable to the Company 
under section 8 . 

(2) A deposi; account shall be opened by the Central Government in 
favour of the Commissioner, in the Public Account of India , and every 
amount paid under this Act to the Commissioner, shall be deposited by him 
to the credit of the said account and the said deposit account shall 
be operated by the Commissioner . 

( 3) Interest accruing on the amounts standing to the credit of the 
deposit account referred to in subsection ( 2) shall enure to the said 
account. 

16. Certain powers of the Central Government or Government company.- ( 1 ) 
The Central Government or the Government company, as the case may 
be, shall be entitled to receive up to the specified date, to the exclusion of all 
other persons, any money due to the Company in relation to its under 
takings which have vested in the Central Government, or the Government 
company, realised after the appointed day notwithstanding that the realisa- • 
tions pertain to a period prior to the appointed day. 

(2) The Central Government or the Government company, as the 
case may be , may make a claim to the Commissioner with regard to every 
payment made by it after the appointed day for discharging any liability of 
the Company, in relation to any period prior to the appointed day; and 

G , 261 
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e yery such claim shall have priority , in accordance with the priorities 
attaching, under this Act, to thematter in relation to which such liability 
has been discharged by the Central Government or the Government 
company. 

(3) Save as otherwise provided in this Act, the liabilities of the 
Company in respect of any transaction prior to the appointed day, which 
have not been discharged oz or before the specified date, shall be the 
liabilities of the company. 

17. Claims to be made to the Commissioner: --Every person having a claim 
against the Company shal prefer such claim before the Commissioner within 
thirty days from the specified date : 

Provided that if the Commissioner is satisfied that the claimant was 
prevented by sufficient cause from preferring the claim within the said 
period of thir : y days, he may entrtain the claim within a further period of 
thirty days apa pot thereafter." 

18. Priority of claims. - The claims arising out of the matters specified 
in the Schedule shall have priorities in accordance with the following 
principles, nam 

(a ) category I willhave precedence over all other categories and 
category II will have precedence over category III, and so on 

(b ) the claims specified in each of the categories, shall rank 
equally and be p id in full, but, if the amount is insufficient to meet 
such claimsin full, they shall abate in equal proportions and be paid 
accordingly ; 

(c) the question of discharging any liability with regard to a 
matter specified in a lower category shall arise only if a surplus is 
left after meeting all the liabilities specified in the immediately 
higher category 

19. Examination of claims.- ( 1) On receipt of the claims made under 
section 17, the Commissior er shall arrange the claims in the order of 
priorities specified in the Schedule and examine the same in acco: dance with 
such order of priorities. 

(2) If, on examination of the claims, theCommissioner is of the opinion 
that the amount paid to him under this Act is not sufficient to meet the 
liabilities specified in any lower category, he shall not be required to examine 
the liabilities in respect of such lower category . 

20. Admission or rejection of claims.- (1) After examining the claims 
with reference to priorities set out in the Schedule , the Commissioner 
shall fix a date on or before which every claimant shall file the proof 
of his claim , failing which he shall be excluded from the benefit of the 
disbursements made by ihe Commissioner. 

(2) Not less than fourteen days? notice of the date so fixed shall be 
iven by advertisement in one issue of a daily newspaper in English 
gnguage and in one issue of the daily newspaper in the regional language 
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as the Commissioner may consider suitable, and every such notice shall call 
upon the claimant to file the proof of his clairn with the Commissioner 
within the time specified in the adversisement. 

: (3 ) Every claimant who fails to file the proof of his claim within the 
time specified by the Commissioner shall be excluded from the disburse 
ments made by the Commissioner.. 

(4 ) The Commissioner shall , after sich investigation as may, in his 
opinion, be necessary and after giving the Company an opportunity of 
refuting the claim and after giving the claixant a reasonable opportunity 
of being heard , in writing, admit or reject the claim in whole or in part. 

(5 ) The Commissioner shall have the power to regulate his own 
procedure in all matters arising out of the discharge of his functions, includ 
ing the place or places at which he will hold his sittings and shall , for 
the purpose of making any investigation under this Act, have the same 
powers as are vested in a civ.l court under the Cod of Civil Procedure, 
1908 (5 of 1908 ), hile trying a suit, in respect of the following matters, 
namely > 

(a ) the summoning and enforcing the attendance of any witness 
and examining him on oath ; 

(b ) the discovery and production of any document or other 
material object producible as evidence ; 

(c ) the reception of evidence on affidavits ; 

(d ) the issuing of any commission for the examination of witnesses. 

(6 ) Any investigation before the Commissioner shall be deemed to 
be a judicial proceeding within the meaning of sections 193 and 228 of 
the Indian Penal Codle (45 of 1860 ) and the Commissioner shall be deemed 
to be a civil court for the purposcs of section 195 and Chapter XXVI of the 
Code of Criminal Procedurc, 1973 ( 2 of 1974 ). 

(7 ) A claimantwho is dissatisfied with the decision of the Commis 
sioner may prefer an appeal against the decision to the principal civil court 
of original jurisdiction within the local limits of whose jurisdiction the 
registered office of the Company is situated : 

Provided that where a person who is a Judge of a High Court is 
appointed to be the Commissioner , the appeal shall lie to the High Court 
at Calcutta , and such appeal shall be heard and disposed of by not less 
than two Judges of that High Court. 

21. Disbursement of money by Commissionet to claimants.-- After 
admitting a claim under this Act, the amount due in respect of such claims 
shall be paid by the Commissioner the person or persons to whom such 
sums are due, and , on such payment, the liability of the Conspauy in respect 
of such claim shall stand discharged .

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ACT 4 OF 1978 
THE PROHIBITION (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1978 


An Act further to amend the Prohibition Act, 1950 . 

Preamble . - WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Prohibition 
Act, 1950, for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty-ninth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1 . Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act may be called the 
Prohibition (Amendment) Act, 1978 . 

(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 2nd day of 
October, 1977. 

2 . Amendment of section 2. - In section 2 of the Prohibition Act, 1950 
(XIII of 1950 ) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), for the brackets, 
words and figures " (except sections 1 and 7 )" , the brackets, words and figures, 
“ (except sections 1, 7 and 11)" shall be substituted . 
3. Amendment of section 6 .-- In section 6 of the principal Act, 

in 
sub- section (2 ), for the words and figures " sections 1 and 7” , in both the places 
where they occur, the words and figures " sections 1, 7 and 11" shall be 
substituted . 

4 . Insertion of new section 11.- After section 10 of the principal Act, 
the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

“ 11. Prohibition of advertisements.- (1) Whoever prints or publishes 
in any newspaper, book , leaflet, hooklet or any other single or periodical 
publication or otherwise displays or distributes any advertisement or other 
matter commending, soliciting the use of, or offering any liquor or intoxicating 
drug (other than liquor or drugs exempted under section 21), shall be 
punishable with in prisonment which may extend to six months, or with fine 
which may extend to one thousand rupees, or with both . 

(2 ) Nothing in sub -section (1) shall apply 

(a ) to price lists which may be generally or specially approved by 
the Commissioner ; or 

(b ) to advertisements in medical journals or to notices and litera 
ture circulated exclusively to members of the medical profession , if such adver 
tisements , notices or literature relate to any liquor or intoxicating drug which 
has been specially approved as of medicinal value by any Medical Council 
established by or under any law for the time being in force in the territory of 
India or any part thereof; or 

(c) to the normal circulation within the State of newspapers, 
periodicals and books printed and published in accordance with law outside 
the State." . 
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5. Repeal and saving.- (1) The Prohibition ( Amendment) Ordinance , 
1977 (18 of 1977), is hereby repealed . 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance shall be deemed to 
have been done or taken under the principal Act as amended by this Act.
